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ABSTRACT 

Information on 1,021 salary schedules for teachers 
from the 1,4 95 public school systems in the Onited States vith 
enrollments of 6,000 or more during the 1978-79 school year is 
included in this report. Eight tables present data that are briefly 
analyzed in an introductory statement. Table 1 presents the estimated 
number of public school systems enrolling 6,000 or more pupils, 
ranked into five strata by enrollment, and indicate the number 
supplying salary data. Tables 2, 3, and 4 present mean and median 
scheduled minimum and maximum salaries, tabulated by teachers 1 levels 
of academic preparation, by enrollment grouping, and by geographic 
region. Tables 5 and 6 provide yearly comparisons of mean scheduled 
salaries tabulated by teachers* levels of academic preparation and by 
enrollment grouping, from 196 8-69 through 1978-79, in terms of both 
actual dollar amounts and percentages of increase. Tables 7 and 8 
present mean and median numbers of and amounts of increments in 
1978-79 salary schedules, tabulated by teachers 1 levels of academic 
preparation.

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SALARY SCHEDULES, 1978-79 



Information on 1,021 salary schedules for 
teachers from the 1,495 school systems in the 
United States with enrollments of 6,000 or more 
(Strata 1-5) is included in this Research Memo. 

The response rate is 68.3 percent and ranges 
from 100.0 percent in Stratum 2 (50,000-99,999 
enrollment) to 63.2 percent in Stratum 5 (6,000- 
1 1,999 enrollment). Table 1 indicates the response 
rate in each stratum. 

Tables 2, 3, 7, and 8 summarize data on mini- 
mum and maximum scheduled salaries and incre- 
ments for reporting systems of Strata 1-5 (enroll- 
ments of 6,000 or more). Table 2 gives mean 
scheduled salaries for reporting systems in each of 
the five enrollment strata. Table 3 gives median 
scheduled salaries for the same districts. 

Mean scheduled salaries in Strata 1-3 (enroll- 
ment of 25,000 or more) increased 8.0 percent for 
the bachelor's degree scheduled minimum and 8.0 
percent for the scheduled maximum. In Stratum 4 
(12,000-24,999 enrollment) the minimum sched- 
uled bachelor's degree salary increased by 7.0 per- 
cent, but the scheduled maximum increased by 
only 5.0 percent. The scheduled minimum salary 
increase for the bachelor's degree in Stratum 5 
(6,0001 1,999 enrollment) is also 7.0 percent, and 
the maximum increased by 6.0 percent. 

The mean minimum scheduled bachelor's 
degree salary for reporting school systems with 
enrollments of 6,000 or more for 1978-79 is 
$10,138, an increase of 8.0 percent over 1977-78. 
For the maximum scheduled bachelor's degree 
salary, the comparable figure is $15,147, an 
increase of 5.0 percent over the previous year. 

For 1978-79, reporting school systems of 
6,000 or more enrollment have a scheduled 



master's degree minimum salary of $11,322, a 7.0 
percent increase over 1977-78. The maximum 
scheduled mean salaries at the master's degree level 
increased 5.0 percent ($17,678 for 1978-79). 

Table 4 provides scheduled salary mean and 
median minimums and maximums for all reporting 
system in Strata 1 through 5, classified by regions. 
Scheduled salaries in the Southeast continue to be 
the lowest. The mean for the B.A. minimum is 
$9,762, with an index of 96.29 of the total of all 
regions. The mean for the master's degree maxi- 
mum is lowest in the Coutheast also. The mean 
scheduled salary in the Southeast is $14,875, with 
an index of 84.14 of the to'al of all regions. The 
Mideast has the highest mean scheduled salaries at 
the B.A. minimum ($10,6 7 8) and at the M.A. 
maximum ($20,293). 

A sumrnaiy comparison of scheduled mean 
salaries by preparation level from 1968-69 through 
1978-79 for reporting systems with enrollments of 
6,000 or more is provided in Table 5. Table 6 
shows the index for these salaries, with 1968-69 
salaries equaling 1 00.0 

Tables 7 and 8 show the number of annual 
increments and the average dollar amount, respec- 
tively, for the major preparation classes. 

The number of increments from minimum to 
maximum scheduled salaries ranges from a low of 
one in Stratum 4 for the B.A. degree to a high of 
28 for all preparation levels in school systems with 
enrollments of from 6,000 to 1 1,999 (Stratum 5). 

The mean increment varies greatly in report- 
ing systems. The lowest reported mean increment 
for the B.A. is $48; the highest, $1,181, with a mean 
of $446. The mean increment reported for the 
M. A. is $49 1 , with a low of $48 and a high of $ 1 ,269.
